Confusion has come from the use of the expression “collec­ 
tiv e bargaining.” 
What affects a man's v ery liv elihood--and the 
bread and shoes and shelter of his children— should not be the 
subject of bargaining. 
Most men hav e no alternativ e except to work for what they 
can get. 
But when a man MUSI sell, and this fact is known, 
there can be no true bargain. 
More and more, in all branches of 
business, where the buyer and seller are not eq ually free, the 
tendency is away from so-called “bargaining” and toward prices 
that are fair under the conditions. 
“ Collectiv e bargaining” rests upon the false assumption that 
employer and employees are free to reach an agreement or not. 
With conditions in industry as they are, “collectiv e bargaining” 
necessarily relies on economic pressure, by employer, or employees, 
or both. 
But fair wages, hours, and working conditions should 
oe dealt with as q uestions of fact. 
They cannot be determined by 
bargaining. 
In different companies, these q uestions of fact hav e been 
determined in different ways. 
The method of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey is one of the most democratic and one 
of the simplest. 
A similar method is in use by the General Elec­ 
tric Company. 
Other methods are the so-called Leitch plan and 
the "Industrial Republic” of 
the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company. 
Various other plans are 
more 
or 
less 
successfully 
accomplishing the same purpose. 
It is important in this connection to bear in mind that wages 
are part of the cost of production. 
Moreov er, selling prices are 
largely influenced by this cost; and what wages will buy is deter­ 
mined by these selling prices. 
Great fluctuation in wages and 
great fluctuations in prices go hand in hand, and hav e harmful 
conseq uences. 
This makes it important that economic pressure 
¡ should not be the determining consideration in fixing wages, hours, 
and working conditions. 
They should be regarded as q uestions 
of fact, and be treated as such.
